Line, Emperor William has sent the 
following telegram:

Steel Helmets 


Number of Deaths Due to Wounds 
in the Head Has Decreased 


The plain steel helmet worn by all 
our Tommies is becoming quite fa- 
miliar even to people in Basisnd. It 
will surprise most people who have 
seen these helmets to know that 
there arc no fewer than sixty-four 
distinct operations necessary in 
turning out one of them, 

The first step is stamping out discs 
from large sheets of steel. A special 
machine is used for this purpose, ex- 
erting a pressure of 150 tons, and 
capable of cutting out 5,000 stcel 
discs a day. 

Each disc is placed under a shap- 
ing machine, which presses the disc 
into the form of a helmet with a 
broad rim. Polishing and cutting ma- 
chines remove all irregularities in 
the helmet, after which it has holes 
punched in the crown, some for 
ventilation purposes, others for fas- 
tening on the regimental crest. Each 


helmet is cleaned and dipped in a 
special mixture, which makes it a 
dull, inconspicuous bluish-grey. A 
lining and leather chin-straps are 


then fastened on, and the helmet is 
complete.

To Prevent Fire Loves 


Saskatchewan Is to Be a Fire-proof 
Province 


‘An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure.’ The old proverb 
is as applicable to the problem of 
fire waste as it is to scarlet fever, or 
small pox, or any other disease. 
Carelessness with fire long ago as- 
sumed the proportions of an epi- 
demic in Canada and there are no 
signs that it is being controlled. In 
spite of the world shortage of food 
and the fact that the empire is fight- 
ing for its very life, Canada permits 
to be burned, millions of dollars 
worth of food and other vital  re- 
quirements each year. The problem 
of greater production is of first im- 
portance, but not less important is 
that of conserving products already 
in existence. By far, the larger per- 
centage of fires occuring in Canada 
are the direct result of carelessness, 
which, in time of war at least, should 
be punished as a criminal offence. 

In an effort to stamp out the fire 
evil in Saskatchewan, the fire com- 
missioner, Mr. Arthur E, Fisher, is 
carrying out a vigorous campaign to 
‘make Saskatchewan fireproof,’: By 
means of bulletins, pictures in movie 
theatres and with the assistance of 
the press, Mr. Fisher is pointing out 
the way to ban the fire fiend from 
that province. Such work, especial- 
ly in the rural sections of Canada’s 
greatest grain-growing province, will 
doubtless be the means of saving 
large quantities of food products 
from the all too common fate. of 
destruction by fire. The effort is a 
{commendable one and should receive 
hearty support from every organiza- 
tion and from every person who is 
able to lend a hand.—A.D,

Civic Hospitals for Alberta 


Plans Now Being Prepared by the 
Government Architectural 
Branch 


Plans for the proposed municipal 
hospitals in Alberta are now being 
prepared by the government archi- 
tectural branch, in view of an ex- 
pected building campaign during the 
coming season. It has been found 
somewhat difficulf to standardize the 
hospital buildings because of the dii- 
ference in local conditions through- 
out the province, but so far as pos- 
sible a sct of plans of the same gen- 
eral kind will be drawn up and 
adopted for the use of the municipal 
districts, They will be ready in good 
time for any district that wishes to 
erect its building next spring and 
summer, 

Three sizes of building are pro- 
posed, for cight, twelve and sixteen 
| beds respectively. The eight-bed hos- 
pital will be a one-storey building 
and the others will be two stories. 
It is expected that the requirements 
of most municipalities will be serv- 
ed by the smaller size, which is es- 
timated to cost complete about $12,- 
000. In addition to the wards there 
will be an operating room, . clinical 
laboratory, office, and service rooms 
all coming within a floor space of 
sixty feet. The building will be of 
wooden construction, and will be 
erected by contract. 

The first rural hospital to be built 
under the provisions of the act, and 
in accordance with the plans now in 
|preparation, will likely be at Dids- 
;bury, where local arrangements 
have already been made for initiat- 
jing the scheme, A decision’ has not 
yet been reached as to wliat size the 
Didsbury building will be, but it will 
probably be of twelve-bed capacity.

1S VERY DISCONCERTING 


TO HUN CALCULATIONS 


The Trouble is Not That the British Sailor is Alarmed, but That 
He is Too Careless and Contemptuous of the Risks 
—Occasioned-by Submarine Depredations 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, for- 
mer president of the United States, 
was right when he said, as reported: 
“If the Hun has any notion that 
lie'll frighten the British seaman off 
the waters by his frightfulness he 
lias another think coming.” The 
trouble doesn’t scem to be that the 
British marine is too cautious and 
self-calculating in dealing with Teu- 
ton U-boat frightfulness, but that he 
is too careless and contemptuous, It 
lias been necessary for the admiral- 
ty to issue during the past few days 
an official warning to the effect that 
several vessels have been torpedocd 
by reason of failure to screen their 
lights when passing through — the 
danger zone at night. A special ob- 
servation showed that only one out 
of cight ships passing a given point 
obeyed the order to darken their sig- 
nals. 

Of course"this is serious and fool- 
hardy conduct, and very reprehen- 
sible at a time when shortage in 
ships is most acute. But the daring 
disobedience must be disconcerting 
to the calculations of the Hun, He 
estimated the character of the Brit- 
ish seaman by ‘Leutonic standards. 
He figured on success through fear 
and frightfulness. By sinking their 
ships and displaying deviltry toward 
seamen and passengers, including 


women and children, he a 


Britain would soon find herself un- 
able to secure men to sail her ves- 
sels, He boasted that he would 
bring her “to her knees’—and_ set 
feverishly about his fiendish job. 
Kaiserism is learning the dauntless 
character of Britons. After months 
of ruthless operation of the wunder- 
seas menace, after more than twelve 
hundred merchant vessels have been| 
sunk within a year, the Hun finds 
that instead of having frightened his 
unflinching enemy from the sea it is 
necessary for his -foe to issue specific 
warnings against the carcless con- 
tempt in which British seamen hold 
his treacherous submarines, ‘The 
spirit of the sea-grit Isles finds ex- 
‘ression not alone on the fields of 
Francs and Flanders, and in the Far 
Vast, but in the silent, effective ser- 
vice of the fisher folk, whose trawl- 
ers are forever picking up mines and 
gathering in submarines, the scions 
of Drake and Nelson ceaselessly pa- 
trolling the waters, and the men who 
go down to the sea in unprotected 
merchant vessels and liners agaiugt 


the unseen and lurking danger. 
When this spirit is broken Britain 
may be beaten. But the Teuton 


knows now that he cannot break it. 
—Toronto Globe. 


Rails Ordered by Russia 
Will Serve Canada 


Minister of Railways Makes Ar- 
rangements to Get 1,000 Miles 
of Rails from U. §&. 


To meet the scarcity of steel rails 
in Canada, Hon. Dr. J. D. Reid, min- 
ister of railways and canals, has ar- 
ranged with the Dominion Iron and 
Steel company of Nova Scotia to de- 
vote practically its whole plant from 
now until June next to the rolling of 
85-pound steel rails. The output 
planned is 100,000 tons, sufficient for 
nearly 1,000 miles of track. The ar- 
rangement is made with the consent 
of the imperial munitions board and 
will not seriously interfere with the 
supply of raw matcrials for muni- 
tions manufacture, The rails are for 
the use of Canadian railways gener- 
ally and the allocation of output will 
be controlled by the government ac- 
cording to national necessities. 

In addition to this arrangement 
the minister of railways also has 
made arrangements for securing 
from the United States nearly 1,000 
miles of 67-pound rails rolled on Rus- 
sian government order and now 
turned over to Canada, 

By these two expedients and by 
utilizing the heavy rails now on some 
of the sidings and branch lines where 
heavy traffic needs do not require 
them, it is believed the requirements 
of railway companies for rail re- 
placements this year will be met. 
Approximately 2,000 miles of new 
rails are needed, for the most part in 
renewing main lines but also for 
completing several hundred. miles of 
Canadian Northern and other branch 
lines in the west, now graded and 
waiting for steel.

The reports of business men, who 
through years of experience are 
qualified to speak autlioritatively, are 
to the highest degree encouraging. 

Abundant evidence of the commer- 
cial prosperity that is smiling on 
Canada is to be found in the reports 
of the annual meetings of the lead- 
ing banks, which in every case indi- 
cate that earnings have been well 
maintained and that the general bus- 
iness conditions of Canada were nev- 
er before so good. 

The ‘reports give thoughtful im- 
pression of the expansion of business 
that can hardly yet be realized, and 
as a rule there is a vein of sane op- 
timism far in the future. 

For some time after the war ends 
it seems certain that, considering the 
general disorganization of industry 
in Europe, the European countries 
will be obliged to import great quan- 
tities of food products.

His 
subject was “The War and the Fu- 
ture.” He told of war incidents

“If two great nations—yours and 


mine—would agree to end war, it 
would be done,” he said. 
His stories made the war seem 


near and real, peopled by human be- 
ings. Incredibly neat was the self- 
betrayal of one spy at Gallipoli, who 
was tnversed in the intricacies of 
English idiom. “It was the day aft- 
er the landing, April 26,” he — said, 
“and an Australian captain was up 
the hill at Anzac. And an Austra- 
lian major came to him and _ said, 
‘Don’t let your men fire to their 
front for the next half hour, because 


an Indian working party has just 
gone up and might be hit.’ And the 
captain thought this odd, as he had 
seen no Indian working party. The 
major had the number 31 on his 
shoulder strap, and the captain 
thought this odd, as only eighteen 


battalions, from 1 to 18, had landed. 
And he said to the major, ‘I say, are 
you fair dinkum?’ (which means, Mr.

German Troops 
Buy Furloughs 


Holding of Old Men in Trenches 
Hotly Protested by Socialists 


The Berlin Socialist newspaper, 
Vorwaerts reports a debate in the 
Reichstag during which strong com- 
plaints were made against the treat- 
ment given the older classes of Ger- 
man soldiers. Herr Stuecklen, a So- 
cialist member, said the government 
had no intention of releasing the 
older military classes. He, criticised 
the fact that in the landstrum’ men 
48 years of age still were being kept 
in the trenches, despite the order 
‘to they be taken out of the firing 
ine, 

In consequence of the arbitrary 
procedure of officers regarding fur- 
loughs, added Herr Stuecklen, in- 
creasing numbers of soldiers had 
taken their own furloughs and were 
now undergoing imprisonment for 
desertion, 

Herr Mucller-Meiningen, the radi- 
cal leader, ~ said that 10,000 of the 
older men were still in the firing 
line. The pretext that there were no 
reserves to replace such men were 
scouted by Herr Ryssel, a Socialist. 

“It would only be necessary,” he 
remarked, “to request all the pan- 
German braggarts, who thank God 
the war is not yet ended, to volun- 
teer. The feeling at the front is not 
enthusiastic, and this is not ‘surpris- 
ing in view of the treatment the 
soldiers are getting.” 


Herr Ryssel declared there were 
units in the army called “hunger 
companies,” and he remarked that a 
furlough could be bought by sub- 
scribing to the war loan. He ended 
by demanding the appointment of a 
commission of inquiry to examine 
into the sentences passed by military 
tribunals. 

General Scheuch denied that men 
had been called up because of their 
allegiance to a political party. He 
added, however: “We certainly call 
up those who prove to be agitators.”

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MILITARY SUCCESSES OF ENEMY 
WILL ONLY PROLONG THE WAR 


'NO PEACE WHILE SPIRIT 


OF CONQUEST ENDURES 


Interest in the War by People of Germany is Maintained by 
Occasional Spectacular Achievements in the Field, and 
Crushing Defeat is the Only Way to Bring Peace 


The greater the German success 
on the battlefield, said Arthur Hend- 
erson in a recent speech, the more 
remote was world peace. He ac- 
cepts the view that there can be no 
peace until Germany abandons her 
policy of conquest and military dom- 
ination; successes, by encouraging 
the German people to believe in mili- 
tary piracy as a profitable business 
undertaking, tend to postpone the 
time wher this will be the view of 
the German people, 

Mr. Henderson, whose position is 
becoming more assured as the lead- 
er of allied Labor and Socialist for- 
ces in Great Britain, has clear ideas 
of what is necessary to safe-guard 
the world against a renewal of a 
world-wide war. He wants a league 
of nations, the complete democratiza- 


in all countries, limitation of arma- 
ments, and the abandonment of all 
plans of economic boy®sotting. 
These are highly desirable ends; 
and Mr. Henderson has a clear idea 
how they can be obtained. The dem- 
ocratic peoples of the world, he says, 
can only sheathe the sword when 
the German people are able to induce 
“a change of mentality” in their 
leaders. He assumes, no doubt cor- 
rectly, that only from the German 
people can come the impulses which 
will break the power of the war 
lords and fit Germany to belong to 
the proposed league of nations; but 
how are the German people to be 
brought to this frame of mind? The 
peace offensives carried on by Mr. 
Wilson, Mr. Henderson and others 
may help; but nothing but the act- 
ual demonstrati-n by results that 
war is a huge and criminal blunder 
will complete their enlightenment. 
There have been periods in this 
war when the German people ap- 
peared to be on the eve of disillu- 
Ssionment; but in each case’ they 
were enabled to recover their faith 
in the cfficacy of the “German 
sword” by some spectacular achieve- 
ment in the field. The crushing of 
Serbia in the fall of 1915; the over- 
running of the larger part of Rou- 


mania in 1916; aud the Italian suc- 
cesses in October, 1917, were all 
carefully staged for the -encourage- 


ment of civilian faith in the army; 
and now there comes this unresisted 
advance into the heart of Russia 
which has, for the moment at any 
rate, renewed the original lust of 
the German people for the conquest 
of the world by the sword. 


Until they learn the truth of Mr. 
Henderson's statement that such mil- 
itary successes as are within their 
power, merely prolong the war and 
postpone indefinitely the peace which 
they undoubtedly desire, they will 
consent to the Prussian program of 
rapine and piracy. They can only be 
taught by experience, which is a 
slow process, hey will have to be 
convinced by the progress of events 
that the high hopes based upon their 
victories over the disorganized mobs 
of Russia were illusory. 

This implies the continued vigor- 
ous, unrelenting conduct of the war 
—and this is the program favored 
by Mr. Henderson, who speaks ° for 
British Labor. Mr. Henderson’s po- 
sition is sounder than that of the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, who is ob- 
viously prepared to yield something 
to save the social order which means 
so much to him and his class. The 
one sure chance still left for the 
right ending of this war is in the 
rallying of all the forces of Labor 
throughout the allied world to the 
cause with a determination to see it 
through. It is becoming increasingly 
certain that this support will be 
forthcoming in ample volume,—Man- 
itoba Free Press,

Tubing the English Channel 


The Nations Plan to Co-operate for 
Their Mutual Welfare 


Among the most practical evi- 
dences of the spirit of confidence 
and understanding instilled by com- 
mon service and sacrifice in the 
present struggle is likely to be the 
joint construction by Britain and 
France of an international tunnel 
linking the two countries under the 
English Channel, Both governments 
are taking steps to negotiate with 
this end in view, It will be remem- 
bered that in August, 1916, it was 
Jannounced from Paris that the 
French administration had taken the 
‘initiative and that plans for the tun- 
nel had been outlined by Mr, Sar- 
tiaux, chief engineer of the Nord 
railway company. ‘This expert esti- 
mated the cost at £16,000,000, and it 
was pointed out that, if this amount 
were apportioned equally between 
the two countries, two days of war- 


time expenditure by ‘Britain and 
France would more than cover the 
entire obligation. M. Sartiaux said 


that the proposal was to 
two_ tunnels. 


| Two months later, in October of 
the same year, Mr. Asquith, then 
Prime minister of Britain, publicly 
announced, in receiving a deputation 
advocating the construction, that the 
Project was _uder consideration of the 
government war committee, and inti- 
mated that the proposal was being 
viewed with increasing favor, The 
British press at that time was out- 
spoken in its approval, and the senti- 
ment then expressed is reported to 
have grown in strength and volume 
in both countries. 

It is an indication of the spirit in 
which the allied belligerents are fac- 
ing the future. It is an evidence of 
the international sentiment of cam- 
araderie and confidence which is to 
obtain in the Better World of to- 
morrow. For a quarter of a century 
military considerations alone have 
prevented. the construction of the 
tunnel, These distrustful precau- 
tions have been swept away. The 
nations plan to co-operate for their 
mutual welfare, The construction of 
the great tube will not only confer 
substantial commercial advantage by 
placing Britain in direct railway and 
wagon communiction with the con- 
tinent, and climinate the inconyeni- 
ence and misery of a Channel pas- 
Sage in rough weather, but it will al- 
$0 proclaim in practical and perma- 
nent form the determination of two 
great nations to preserve immortal 
the entente consummated by the 
blood of their gallant sons.—Toron- 
to Globe.
